The week-long strike at the Ports of 
Long Beach and Los Angeles ended 
Tuesday night after the International 
Longshore and Warehouse Union Lo- 
tal 63 Office Clerical Unit and port 
employers reached an agreement on a 
three-and-a-half-year contract. 


The contract, which expires on June 
30, 2016, includes details about working 
hours, conditions, wages and benefits, 
lead negotiator of the contract and Pres- 
ident of the ILWU John Fageaux said. 

“The. main component of this 
agreement was improved language 
that will protect our members and the 
job from any outsourcing,” he said. 

According to Fageaux, union mem- 
bers will have a 100 percent guaran- 
tee for job provision until the contract 
expires in three years. The agreement 
gained immediate endorsement but 
still awaits a majority vote from union 
members to go into effect. 

“The ratification vote ... will take 
place sometime over the next two 
weeks,” Fageaux said. “I’m very 


happy with it. Both sides didn’t neces- 
sarily get what they wanted, but both 
sides got everything they needed.” 

According to Port of Long Beach 
Spokesman Lee Peterson, the agreement 
was made shortly after mediators arrived 
from Washington, D.C. Tuesday night. 

“Right now, the two sides have 
agreed that everybody can come back 
to work,” he said. 

During the strike, three of the six 
container terminals in Long Beach 
and seven of the eight terminals in 
Los Angeles were closed, Peterson 
said. According to Assistant Director 
of the Port of Long Beach Art Wong 
the ports handle about 40 percent of 
imports that come to the U.S. and 
$150 billion worth of cargo a year.

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Taking a photograph should not outweigh saving someone'’s life 


It’s easy to put a price on a sensational pho- 
tograph, but it’s much harder to put a price ona 
human life. 

Last week in New York City, Ki Suk Han, a 


. 58-year-old husband and father, died after being 


pushed onto the subway tracks by 30-year-old 
Naeem Davis after an alleged argument between 
the two. : 

Davis, according to USA Today, was “high on 
drugs and trying [to] combat voices in his head.” 
. Inthe moments before Han’s death, New York 
Post freelance photographer R. Umar Abbasi 
took photos of the event, with one captioned 
“DOOMED” that appeared on the cover of Tues- 
day’s edition of the NYP. 


While I acknowledge that Abbasi had the right 
to sell his photograph of Han holding onto the 
subway platform moments before his death, I 
disagree with his decision morally. 

The New York Post; often known for its scan- 
dalizing headlines and titillat- 
ing photos, should be ashamed 
of itself for purchasing Abbasi’s 
photo of Han. The “DOOMED” 
photograph of Han served no 
useful purpose, other than to sell papers. 

If the photo had any inkling of importance, 
then I would support its publication. Since it was 
only used to attract the casual and loyal reader 
audiences, I staunchly oppose it. 


In addition to publishing the photo, I disagree 
with Abbasi’s decision to not help Han. 

Instead of using the flash on his camera to 
warn the oncoming train, Abbasi should have 
dropped his camera and attempted to pull Han 

from the edge. According to an 
article from Forbes.com, Ab-
